50 YEARS 
WITH ONE 
CONGREGATION 


Bishop Cleveland Wilbert 
Williams is considered by many 
as a living legend. Bishop 
Williams will have reached this 
year of 1988, 50 years with the 
congregation of Williams 
Temple, Church of God in 
Christ, of 95 Bishop Williams 
Court, Ansonia, Connecticut, 
his sixty-seventh year in the 
ministry of our Lord and 
Saviour, 50 years with the 
National Sunday School 
Department of the Church of 
God in Christ, 22 years of those 
years as Superintendent of the 
National Sunday School 
Department. 


Bishop Cleveland Wilbert 
Williams was born February 5, 
1905, in Foreman, Arkansas to 
John and Mary Williams. In 
1920, Cleveland Williams was 
saved at a Revival Service 
conducted by Bishop C. H. 
Mason, founder of the Church 
of God in Christ, at 1709 Hyland 
Avenue, Kansas City, Missouri, 
where Bishop V. M. Barker was 
pastor. 


It was in Kansas City, Missouri 
that Brother Cleveland Williams 
began his long walk with the 
Lord. Under the spiritual 


tutoring of the Bishop V. M. 
Barker, Brother Williams 
received his church training and 
direction. In 1921, at age of 16, 
Brother Williams accepted the 
calling of God into the ministry. 


On August 28, 1938, Elder 
Williams came to Ansonia, 
Connecticut and began a revival 
which lasted 28 days and added 
28 souls to the church. A new 
pastorage began at that church 
which would be later known as 
Williams Temple Church of God 
in Christ. 


In 1938, Elder Williams was 
appointed Executive Secretary 
of The National Sunday School 
Department where he served 
faithfully with Father F. C. 
Christmas, later with Bishop L. 
C. Patrick. 


Bishop Williams has received 
many awards and honors, but 
Bishop Williams considers the 
greatest honor bestowed upon 
him thus far was _ his 
consecration to the Office of 
Bishops in 1944, 


In 1939, Elder Williams met and 
married Annie Evelyn Sipes, 
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Church of God in Christ, Inc.

NEW HOPE CHURCH OF GOD 
IN CHRIST located in Cowan, 
TN., was founded April, 1982 by 
Elder W. L. Bonner, Jr. 


Realizing that Christ was and is 
the only hope for the world 
today, Elder Bonner began 
seeking the Lord for leadence, 
guidance and direction. 


During the year 1981, the Lord 
began to deal with Elder Bonner 
concerning the recruitment of 
souls. The Lord had given him 
a vision of a building he had in 
his storehouse and the words 
spoken, “Go To The Bank And 
Buy The Building.” 


As the year (1982) was 
approaching, Elder Bonner 
being obedient to God’s word, 
began to search the Franklin 
County area and community 
trying to find a building to 
establish the work of the Lord.

For it 
was on this date that the banker 
who deeded the building to Elder 
Bonner some 5 1/2 years ago 
presented him with the 
cancelled mortgage stamped,

Fasting is the greatest of the 
three biblical doctrines, for 
through fasting, prayer and 
faith becomes strong. When one 
abstains from certain kinds of 
food you enter in a devotional 
rite. Fasting is designed by God 
for the total mans physical and 
spiritual consecration to God, 
which will bring about victory 
when all else has failed. 
““Howbeit this kind goeth not out

but by fasting and praying.” 
(Matt. 17:21) 


Jesus set the example for us to 
go by, he prefaced his earthy 
ministry with forty days fasting 
and gained victory over the 
enemy. God was pleased with 
Jesus’ fasting and sent angels to 
minister to him. 


Fasting humbles the soul, for 
humility is one of the attributes 
of God. When men humble 
themselves before God in fasting 
and prayer, then repents, it 
touches the heart of God and God 
refuses to punish and gives the 
repented victory, as in the case 
of Nineveh and Ahab. 


I often have read the “One 
Hundred Reason’s To Fast’ by 
Elder Jerry Jones of Memphis, 
Tennessee that was written 
many years ago, and I would like

to share a few of the one hundred 
with you: 1. fasting is self 
chastisement, and will prevent 
many chastisements of the Lord 
from coming upon us. 2. fasting 
brings one nearer to Christ than 
any other known process. 
3. fasting sees a life of victory, 
thus giving healing and new life 
to both the body and soul. 
4, fasting is hard on the flesh, 
therefore it pleases God, it 
prevents the flesh from going 
into a raid. 5. fasting takes one 
into humility, removes pride, 
amplifies the power of prayer. 
6. fasting is the greatest faith 
producer. 


Finally there is faith, faith is the 
conviction that a_ thing, 
unproved by evidence will come 
true. Faith is believing, however 
all believing is not in the will of 
God and his word, it is divine 
faith that pleases God. 


All of God’s promises must be 
exercised by faith, for when 
faith is absent doubt is present. 
“Faith cometh by hearing and 
hearing by the word of God.” 
(Rom. 10:17) Faith is the 
Christians walk with God, “for 
we walk by faith not by sight.”

Brown, The Pilgrim Churches, 
Inc. There are various other 
independent Churches and 
associates having membership 
status.

Let us not 
dwell upon the 5% of things we 
disagree, rather we shall build 
upon the 95% we share in 
common.” This created a 
natural flow of love and mutual 
respect. Bishop J. O. Patterson, 
Sr., chaired the session and 
business moved with a 
deliberate pace. 


The night service was splendid. 
Over 2,500 saints packed 
Pentecostal Temple 
Institutional Church of God in 
Christ. The area Church of God 
in Christ jurisdiction provided 
choirs. Each choir was 250-300 
strong and sang the glory down. 
Certainly, Bishops Macklin, 
Porter and G. E. Patterson were 
pleased. 


The service was an 
interdenominational delight. 
Bishop James Tyson, 
Pentecostal Assemblies of the 
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World did the invocation. Bishop 
Lena Thomas of the Gate of 
Heaven Pentecostal Church read 
the scripture. Dr. Roderick R. 
Caesar, Jr., of the United Council 
of the Assemblies of God 
delivered the statement of 
purpose. Bishop James Archie 
Johnson, presiding officer of the 
Pentecostal Assemblies of the 
World preached a God sent 
message. Afterward, the Chief 
Apostle of the Fellowship, 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., gave 
communion. He had been hailed 
by his peers as the inspired 
leader of the Fellowship and 
each one received communion 
from the table with him. There 
was a symbolic empty chair for 
Jesus and an unbroken loaf of 
bread at the table. All of the 
music, the beautifully robed 
clergy and the saints made the 
entire evening something to 
remember.

Mother Betty R. Hall, wife of the 
late Elder Lewis J. Hall, founder 
of Grace Memorial COGIC, went 
home to be with the Lord 
Wednesday, June 1, 1988, at 2:10 
p.m. in Saint Joseph Hospital 
and Health Care Center after a 
brief illness. 


She was born September 29, 
1900, in Fordyce, Arkansas, a 
daughter of Allen and Alice 
(Smith) McCoy. She married 
Reverend Lewis J. Hall August 
17, 1917, who preceded her in 
death November 2, 1975, after 58 
years of marriage. 


She was saved at the age of 15. 
Afer her marriage to Father Hall, 
the Lord led them to establish 
churches in Paul Valley; 
Oklahoma, Thornton, Carthage, 
Texarkana, Louisville and 
Magnolia, Arkansas; New 
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Brunswick, New Jersey and East 
Chicago, Marion and Kokomo, 
Indiana. Block Avenue Church, 
East Chicago, renamed Faith 
Temple, was the first church 
established by Father and 
Mother Hall in Indiana. Bishop 
William O. Blakely is presently 
the pastor. 


Father and Mother Hall were 
one of the original eleven pastors 
and wives that helped to 
establish Indiana as a separate 
enity from Illinois in 1926. This 
was proclamated by Bishop 
Charles Harrison Mason, 
founder of the Church of God in 
Christ. She is the last surviving 
pastor’s wife from the original 
eleven. 


During her church tenure, she 
willingly served in many areas. 
At the state level, she served on 
the Missionary Examining 
Board and as a Prayer Warrior. 


In District 3, she served as 
District Secretary and as 
Chairman to the District 
Missionary. In the local church, 
Mother Hall served as Sewing 
Circle Leader, Bible Band 
President and teacher, 
Missionary Society President 
and in all the Educational 
Department. An Evangelist 
Missionary, she was an able 
teacher and loved to instruct the 
women in the ways of home life 
and church duties. She worked 
in the kitchen untiringly. She 
held other positions which are 
to numerous to name, but two 
of her favorites were Sunshine 
Band Leader and Vacation Bible 
School Director.
